TO OWN TELEGRAPH LINES, 


Canadhin Government Propose** to Far- 


chilae Doralhlou System*. 


Toronto, Ont., Feb. 5.—Government 


ownership 
of 
telegraph 
systems 


throughout Canada and their opera- 
tion in connection with the postoffice 
department is part of the program o£ 
the Dominion government. A similar 
course may be followed in regard to 
the telephone systems of the dominion. 


The question of the absolute control 


of the Canadian telegraphic service has 
long been discussed, but not until the 
present liberal government came iuto 
office has it been possible to talk pur- 
chase. With a surplus running 
from 


$6,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 for 
1900-1901 


and a prospect of an equally large sur- 
plus for 1901-1902, the plan seems fea- 
sible. 


The great desire of Canadian states- 


men is to see cables owned by Great 
Britain under the Atlantic and Pacific 
and joined at each ocean to wires own- 
ed by the dominion crossing this coun.- 
try, and thus practically girdling the 
globe bj' a cable absolutely under im- 
perial control. The business men oi' 
Canada are unanimously in favor of 
the scheme. 


The Great Northwestern Telegraph 


company and the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way company practiclly control all the 
wires in Canada. The Canadian Paci- 
fic system 
extends to about 
10,000 


miles, and it is difficult to 'get at the 
exact cost, because it is mixed up whh 
the railway accounts, but the cost is 
estimated at from $7,500,000 to $8,000,- 
000. 


The Great Northwestern system will 


probably come near this amount, while 
the Bell Telephone company of Can- 
ada has a capital o£ $5,000,000, so that

At times an outcast, then .a prison- 
er with the shadow of .the gallows over 
liUn, the life of the hoir to the thron 
from the age of IS lo 22 was one to tos 
the liber oven of a scion of royalty. 


After a reconciliation with his lathe 


Frederick led a life of seclusion un 
study until called to reign. He wa 
then 23 years old and at once set t 
•work to overturn the opinions of th 
wise rnon of Em-ope as to what wonl 
happen with a scholar and a rhapsodic 
on the throne. The old king had loft 
good treasury and 70,000 of the finu 
troops iii the world. In a 'short time th 
emperor of Germany died and th 
young king of Prussia saw his chance. 


He llrst dispatched an cmba.s-.smlo 


to Vienna, offering to the young Aus, 
triau queen, Maria Tliuresii, the s 
port of Prussia for her husband, Fran 
els I, as emperor aud a large trcasur 
If in exchange Austria would alien 
Prussia to annex the province of Sile 
sin, on Its southern borders. 
Tho em 


bassador had barely passed from sigl 
when the young king, in the prime o 
manhood, marched into Silesia at th 
Lead of 40,000 men and in a six weeks 
campaign overran the territory.

The offer to Mario. Theresa was re 


Jeeted, for Silesia had been uudor Aus 
trlan control a. hundred years. 
Not t 


single court iu Europe but resented th 
audacity of the "pnrvenu king." Eug 
land sent to Vienna the amount o 
gold Frederick had offered, and it wa 
rumored that Austria, England, Polaui 
nnd Russia would combine to can', 
up Prussia. 


Duly one stronghold In Silesia hac 


hold out against the Prussians. This 
was the region around Glogan aui 
Ncisse. Frederick brought 1o the field 
20,000 more soldiers aud was about 
storm Ncisse when ho learned that au 
Austrian army was marching to raise 
the siege.

resisting,

another,

charges of their exultant foe. 
These 


were the Incomparable fighting ma- 
chines bequeathed to Frederick, ant 
they never for a moment wavered 
That night they bivouacked on tho red- 
dened 
field, with the Austriaus in 


flight. 


Mollwitz settled the fate of Silesia, 


but Frederick stood before the world 
a personal coward aa well as a royal 
conqueror. Privately lie gave ns his 
reasons for making war "ambition, in 
terest and the desire to make people 
talk about mo." His cowardice was the 
talk of a day, for tho shrewd eyes of 
Europe saw that the Prussian army it- 
sell' wax invincible. 'Alliances were 
sought on every side, but Frederick 
turned from them all. Assuming un air 
.of thoughtlessness and frivolity he ma- 
tured still deeper plans of conquest. 
Even Voltaire could not penetrate his 
secrets. Writing of him at the time the 
groat Krcnc-hman called him a little 
man, pale and lliiri. Generally his com- 
plexion was sallow, for he suffered 
much with ague. When tho death of 
the emperor nwoku him from lethargy, 
he lay In bod with fever, but immedi- 
ately sprang up, nnd the fever left him. 
During his campaigns he arose at 
- 
:l 


o'clock and kept the saddle all day. On 
one campaign to steal a morel) on the 
Austrians he covered 700 miles iu a sin- 
gle week and on another did not close 
his eyt-s for six nights. 


Tho year following Mollwitx found 


Frederick In the field again, pushing 
on through Moravia toward Vienna. 
With the help of Franco and Saxony 
this country had been torn from Aus- 
tria. Tho Austrians w.ith unusual ener- 
gy tried to cut tho Prussian column off 
from the French at Prague. With 30,- 
000 men tho impetuous king fell upon 
the Austrians nnd after rout- hours of 
the fiercest battle, in which hu regain-- 
cd the honor lost at Mollwitz, drove the 
enemy from tho Held, leaving 7,000 kill- 
ed nnd wounded. 


As a result of the victory of Chotn- 


Bltz Silesia was ceded to Prussia and 
Frederick at 
once cut loose 
from 


Franco. 
lie declared that he would 


tost from war and attend lo the affairs 
of his kingdom. 
But tho armies of 


Maria Theresa defeated tho French 
nnd the valorous queen threatened to 
retake Silesia from Frederick. 
AI the 


head of au army lie again marched to- 
ward Vienna, but In spite of his cutir- 
BSC and energy came near defeat. He 


confessed to numerous "blunders and In 
the time of danger the French In turn 
deserted him in the field. But the l:iug 
v;na xmdauuted. 
He wrote to Berlin 


just, before the decisive battle of 
LToheni'riedburg: "I toil night and day 
to improve our situation. Tbe soldiers 
will do their duty. If needs be we 
must tight we will .do it like .men .driven 
desperate." 


At Hohcnl'riedburg Frederick mar- 


shaled 70.000 against 75.000 Austrlnns 
and Saxons. 
'The battla lasted lo 


hours and tho Prussian trophies were 
73 standards, 00 cannon and 7,000 .pris- 
oners. 
The enemy lost besides 11,000 


killed aud wounded. 
This victory 


the -atheistical king- attributed to the 
help of God. 
At the outset ho had 


refused to bring the name oi' deity .in- 
to the quarrels -of -men. 
Within six 


months the Prussians wan two more 
victories, nnd -the treaty of -Dresden 
sealed -Silesia to Fr-ederick, who in 
-turn gave his allegiance to Francis I as 
emperor of (jornmuy. 


Frederick laid down the sword with 


the reputation of being tbe greatest 
.general of the .ago. All Europe feared 
him as It later -did Napoleon. 
His 


greatest trial and Ills greatest triumphs 
were to -coine. 
Throughout all his 


reign, even In the enemy's country, 
•he had remained light of heart, be- 
guiling the moments with fetes, dis- 
play and enjoyment. 
This was to 


dazzle the world. The king slept on a 
pallet and in off. hours made his inti- 
mates forget he wore n crown. 


After ten years of peace nn alliance 


of Austria, France, Russia, Poland and 
Sweden was formed to fall upon Prus- 
sia from all directions and curve it 
Into slices.-- Prussia could gel together 
200,000 soldiers, and tho allies muster- 
ed 000,000. 
At the- first blow France 


rushed 150,000 men across the border, 
and Russia sent down 100,000. 
Un- 


daunted, Frederick set out to divide 
his enemies. 
Saxony wns subject to 


Poland, and in one campaign the Prus- 
sians swept over it and levied troops 
and treasure. From Dresden the kin 
marched on to Prague, leaving his own 
dominion exposed to France. Victorious 
at Prague, where lie lost 7.000 men and 
his best 
general, he' turned 
back 


against the French and at Rossbach 
routed 03,000 with a loss of only 000. 


The wai1 lasted seven years, and (lur- 


ing that time Frederick did not see his 
own capital. He fought battle after 
battle in Bohemia, in Saxony and iu 
Prussia, always outnumbered at least 
two to one. Rossbnch was a Waterloo 
for the French. Frederick's force was 
loss than half that of the enemy, and 
he only put one division Into action. 
One month later he attacked 80,000 
Austriuns nt Leutheu with only 30,000

Prussians, captured a force as largo as 
his own, with 330 cannon and 50 stand- 
ards, relieved Berlin, but did not enter 
t, aiir'l then marched east to meet the 
hosts of the czar. 


The bloodiest battle of the whole wat 


was fought at Zorudorf between 37,000 
Prussians and 00,000 Russians. The 
fighting was hand to hand, for Freder- 
ck ordered no quarter In retaliation foi 
;l)e brutalities of the invaders. 
The 


Russians loft 10,000 victims on tho Held 
ind (led from Prussia. Tho night before 
this battle the king passed hours criti- 
cising and amending the poetry of 
Rousseau, 


Three years of marvelous success, 


and the tide turned. Disaster followed 
disaster, but the lion hearted Frederick 
mil no thought of yielding to his foes. 
\t Kunersdorf ills army was routed, 
caving Berlin exposed to the Russians. 
Spurred to' desperation iu the tight, 
Frederick led tho charge In person and 
hreo times his horse was killed under 
ilm. At one crisis he invited death by 
lie enemy's bullets. He had given up 
ils cause as lost, but refused to sur- 
ondcr. Death would have been wel- 
'omo. 
After the battle the king rallied his 
irokcn linos nnd blocked the road to 
Berlin. But fortune was only tompora- 
y. 
The. Russians took Berlin, and 


'redorick was like a hunted hare. Eng- 
ine! desortcxl him. Tho Pompadour iu 
" iris and Catherine II In St. Petersburg 
olned their personal hatred to the 
oftler anger of Maria Theresa. There 
vns nothing loft but a hopeless fight to 
lie death. Ho was a general without 
roops, a king without a capital or 
leans, a monarch without a friend, 
avngcly he fought on, winning battles 
•here genius and com-ngo had play 
rid losing only when mobbed by lunu- 
icrablo foos. 
Finally Russia' with- 


rcw, aud Franco declared herself neu- 
•'(!]. This was at the very time when 
"roilorick's cause was most desperate, 
tit liis enemies had had enough of it. 
laria Theresa at last yielded Silesia 
or good, and Frederick returned to 
.crlin the greatest soldier of his tinio 
lid the king of the poorest country ou 
urtb. Braveiy ho sot to work nnd gave 
ic remaining 23 years of his life to 
laking ii state, armed at all points'. 
Te was left iu peace, for-Europe did 
ot dare tempt from its sheath tho 
n-ord of Hohonfricdburg and Itoss- 
aeh.
